watching for the dreaded Zeppelin or for 
some armed raider that might have ef- 
caped the British North Sea fleet, -with j 
a view to sinking the army transports In j 
the Channel. Railway bridges and reser- j 
volrs are watched by camps of Scouts, re- 
lieving the soldiers, who are needed at 
the front.

losses to the enemy in killed and wounded. 


The first was in the vicinity of Roye, where a violent engage' 


ment has been raging with undiminished vigor since yesterday. 
Repeated and ferocious masked attacks were delivered by the 
strongly reinforced right wing of General von Kluck in a futile 
effort to smash his foes, who are trying to bend back his right 
flank. All were effectively repelled, the French claim. 


The second German counterattack was delivered in an attempt 


of the Sixteenth army corps of the Crown Prince's army to escape 
from the enmeshing movement being executed by the French army 
operating to the south of the forest of Argonne. The Sixteenth 
corps tried to slip by the forest of Grurie, but the maneuver was 
detected by aerial scouts and a strong force was thrown forward 
from the French line.

Passing Strange 


AN FRANCISCO, Oct. 
The dubious activities of the 
p r i v a t e detective- agencies 
operating in thi.s neighbor- 
hood may be illustrated by 
the case of Henry Lee and the 
series of lawless 
episodes 


growing out of the Searles 
Lake potash war. 
Lee has 


been a r r e s ted four times 
within the last six months on 
more or less frivolous charges 


instigated by the Foreign Mines Development Com- 
pany, the California Trona Company, the American 
Trona Company and a private detective agency. The 
character of the charges may be inferred from the 
fact that three of them have been dismissed and Lee 
ha? brought suit for heavy damages against the 
corporations and agencies that caused his many 
arrests. 


The general public need not be greatly concerned 


over the vicissitudes of this phase of the potash war, 
which is mostly engaged in piling up lawsuits in- 
^oTving a wide variety of more or less irrelevant 
issues—irrelevant, that is, as regards the ownership 
of the potash beds. These conplicated lawsuits and 
counter law suits can do no harm except to the liti- 
gants. They are merely the secondary phase of an 
angry dispute which began with the employment of 
gangs of gun men waging private war within the 
confines of the State of California. It appears that 
you can hire an army of private detectives to wage a 
lawless war with complete impunity so far as any in- 
terference from the constituted authorities is con- 
cerned. 
As to "That Woman" 


It is in the field of divorce that the private de- 


tective exploits his meanest activities. If he cannot 
find the evidence he wants he is ready to make it. A 
man or a woman may be shadowed day and night 
and apparently there is no means of defense or 
remedy for this invasion of the citizen's 
privacy. 


This form of annoyance was the occasion the other 
day of an amusing squabble between two prominent 
society women of this city which came to light in the 
course of a divorce suit on trial before Judge Mogan. 
Mrs. Harriet S. Cochran was suing her husband, 
who is president of an automobile agency, and by 
way of specifications she'testified: 


"Mrs. Mary Mabel Etienne furnished the funds to 


employ detectives to guard my husband and in other 
ways showed an interest in him." 


Mrs. Cochran did not explain why Mrs. Etienne 


should have supposed that Mr. Cochran needed a 
guardian, but the witness appears to have regarded 
it as an indelicate attention on the part of Mrs. 
Etienne. Surely Cupid's messenger was never be- 
fore supposed to assume the guise of a private de- 
tective. 


Mrs. Etienne is a prominent figure in San Fran- 


cisco society and club life. She is vice-president of 
the gay Papyrus Club and was formerly the wife of 
Joseph M. Etienne, the wealthy forgemaster and 
mine owner, from whom she was divorced with ali- 
mony at the rate of S-500 a month. She repudiates 
and flings back on Mrs. Cochran the charge that she 
employed detectives 'to dog the footsteps and pro- 
tect the waking hours of Willis B. Cochran. 


"That woman," says Mrs. Etienne with scornful 


nose in air, "that woman is likely to say most any- 
thing. It is an absolute untruth. Just because I 
borrowed a car from an automobile agency does not 
mean that I am interested in the man. She had de- 
tectives watch me. She thought I was asleep." So 
there you are. 
Ownership of Call 


An interesting statement of facts is brought forth 


by the filing of the circulation figures of the San 
Francisco Call. On September 19th John D. Spreck- 
els filed an affidavit with the county clerk of San 
.Francisco in which he set forth that he was.the sole 
owner of the San Francisco Call. A number of the 
newspaper men fell into the error that Spreckels 
had reclaimed the Call. It appears that this was en- 
tirely an error. The Call referred to in John D. 
Spreckels' affidavit was the old Morning Call, and 
the purpose of filing the affidavit was to show that 
Spreckels was the owner of the defunct newspaper 
and that he is endeavoring to collect a lot of old ad- 
vertising claims. 


The San Francisco Bulletin and the San Francisco 


News took up'this affidavit as a means of trying to 
injure the business of the San Francisco Evening 
Call. I am sorrv to state that the editors of THE 
OAKLAND TRIBUNE fell into the same error and 
gave undue publicity to an affidavit that meant 
nothing. 


F. W. Kellogg, publisher of the Call, was in the 


east at the time of the filing of the affidavit, but 
when he returned he took vigorous steps to show 
that the Evening- Call i? still a very live issue in this 
State, and that he is the president, publisher and 
owner of the San Francisco Evening Call. 


"I see that you fellows have been trying to put me 


out of business since I have been in the east," said 
Mr. Kellogg. "Well, I want to tell you that the Call 
will be in business long after some of those who 
have published false statements have been out of 
business." 


I notice that in the circulation statement of the 


Call just filed with the United States government, 
the average circulation of the paper during the pre- 
vious six months was 105,835. The statement also 
shows that F. W. Kellogg is the president and pub- 
lisher. J. D. Spreckels, vice-president and treasurer, 
B. B. Page, assistant publisher, E. B. Coblentz, man- 


aging editor, and that F. W. Kellogg is the owner of 
80 per cent of the capital stock and J. D. Spreckcls 
is the owner of 20 per cent of the capital stock. 


This statement filed with the government and 


sworn to by Mr. Kellogg seems to show the exact 
standing of the San Francisco Evening Call. As^a 
matter of tact a great many people iu im=> city v/CuId , 
be very sorry if anything happened whereby Mr. | 
Kellogg'would be compelled to leave San Francisco, j 
He is looked upon as one of the asset.* of this city, a 
• 


thorough diplomat, an enthusiastic worker for the j 
Panama-Pacific Exposition, a great friend of the 
, 


city of Oakland; in fact. Mr. Kellogg was the man 
who brought about harmonious relations between , 
San Francisco and Oakland regarding the annexa- 
tion amendment. 


I was sorry to see that THE TRIBUNE fell into 


the error of the Call's rivals in making statements 
regarding the ownership of the Call which were ab- 
solutely untrue. I hope that reference to the pres- 
ent circulation statement of Mr. Kellogg will 
straighten the matter out. 
A Hero of Romance 


"You're a liar." shouted Eddie Graney, fight pro- 


moter, blacksmith and saloonkeeper. "You're an- 
other," came back Jimmy Coffroth, who, like Graney 
trades in vicarious fisticuffs. Graney invited Coff- 
roth to settle it outside, but the sergeant-at-arms 
spoiled the fun with his peace crusade. The mobili- 
zation stopped right there. Now it will scarcely be 
regarded as news that fight promoters should have 
acquired the manners of prize fighters, but this does 
not tell the whole story. Coffroth is. I believe, the 
son of a pioneer Congressman from California and 
Graney likes to be classed among the 
intellectuals. 


Apropos, there is a curious passage in one of Robert 
Herrick's ingenious romances in which the novelist 
idealizes Graney, whose identity is thinly disguised 
under an assumed name. Graney is introduced to us 
as the exclusive tenant of a luxurious drawing room 
on the Overland Limited, where he occupied his ele- 
gant leisure—doing, what do you suppose?" Why in 
reading Milton's 'Taradise Lost," if you please. No 
yellow literature for him. His literary industry was 
supplemented by the plentiful 
consumption of 


specially manufactured cigarettes adorned with his 
monogram executed in gold. Your modern hero of 
romance always smokes a special brand of mono- 
graphed tobacco.

The episode as related by Herriek is doubtless true 


in the main. The most luxuriant imagination would 
never have invented a philosophical prizefight pro- 
moter engaged in reading 'Taradise Lost." Yet 
there is nothing improbable about it. Graney likes 
to pose. In some respects, though not in others, he 
resembles the medieval saint who advertised him- 
self by living on top of a pillar. 
A New Judgment of Paris 


Our municipal civil service commission is con- 


fronted by 157 angry but otherwise perfect ladies. 
Indeed they are perfect ladies by official certificate 
of the self-same commission having one and all 
acquired a 100 per cent standing on examination for 
jobs in the telephone service of the city. The 
trouble is that there are not jobs enough to accom- 
modate the 157 different varieties of feminine per- 
fection. In the wicked old days all this competition 
would have been settled in favor of the young lady 
or ladies who had the most powerful "drag," but 
nowadays we have reformed all that and the com- 
missioners were put to it to invent some other way 
out of the trouble. The official mind determined 
that some other principle or law of selection must 
be introduced to supplement the tests of efficiency. 
It would not do to assign the coveted places to the 
most beautiful. No commissioner is ambitious to be 
the Paris of America. So the embarrassed commis- 
sioners meanly hid themselves behind a law of their 
own invention based on age and previous condition 
of servitude. In the official eye the most perfect 
lady is 25 years old, and so far as she diverges either 
way from that mark she is less perfect. Isn't that 
a shabby way to squeeze out of a difficulty? Just 
like a man. 
Natural and Official Selection 


Indeed there appears to be a wide difference be- 


tween the laws of official and natural selection. A 
case in point may be found in the appointment of 
W. M. Wells, a young engineer, to be the State Rail- 
road Commission's expert on land values. This ap- 
pointment was the cause of a strong protest made 
last week by Jared How on behalf of the Marin 
Water and Power Company and by Charles Stetson 
Wheeler, representing the North Coast Water Com- 
pany. There was no impugnment whatever of Mr. 
Weils' competence as an engineer. Doubtless he 
knows exactly how to build a cantilever bridge and 
is a wizard on the differential calculus. But it was 
urged that at his age he cannot possibly have the 
experience to fit him for the difficult work of land 
valuation, which involves such a multitude of widely 
variable considerations. This is not a trifling matter, 
and indeed the most important work of the commis- 
sion must be based largely on the valuation of the 
physical properties of the corporations whose rates 
are adjudicated and fixed by this authority. Com- 
missioner Thelan took the protests under advise- 
ment. 


Max Thelen is the brains of the 1'ailroad commis- 


sion. John Eshleman is rather a light weight, al- 
though an amiable fellow and a good politician. In- 
deed he has contrived to hold some sort of political 
job ever since he left college, nor did he inquire too 
curiously whether he held office by the grace of the 
reformers or the performers. As a handshaker he 
has no superior and few equals. 


Thelen is made of sterner stuff. In his college 


days at Berkeley the boys used to call him 'Thelen, 
the demagogue." Hi* flow of language was like the 
roar of the breakers on the beach. They tell a story 
how he was put in charge of the ballot box for the 
first election of officers by his freshman class. 
Everything was lovely until late in the day a band 
cf 'n"~'"*s cnph0"1''"!'0* """>dpd the sanctity of the 
election place where Thelen sat installed with a. 
lively sense of his own importance. Now these 
wretched sophomores, having no sense of the peace 
and dignity of the commonwealth, and doubtless 
instigated thereto by the devil, proceeded to raid 
the ballot box over "Thelen's prostrate body. But 
not without a protest—no sir. All the while they 
were rolling Thelen in the dirt he kept on talking 
about the sanctity of the ballot box, the purity of 
elections and his constitutional rights. When they 
gave him back the empty ballot box, he was still talk- 
ing although somewhat disfigured. 
Still Building Theatres 


How many paying audiences can a city of the size 


of San Francisco supply on any given night? Esti- 
mates made by the experts show considerable elas- 
ticity and variation, and while some of them say we 
have too many places of entertainment now they are 
building- r.e-.v theaters all the time. 
Plans are in 


preparation for a new theater to be built on Van 
Ness avenue to seat 1500 people. The building will 
be Class A, with all the most improved modern ap- 
pliances. It is rather a new departure to build a 
first-class theater so far away from the retail busi- 
ness quarter and the fashionable restaurants. It is 
quite true that our only first-class theater for some 
years after the fire was located on Van Ness ave- 
nue, 
but it must be remembered that this was also 


temporarily the business center and the location of 
many of the best restaurants. It is a San Fran- 
cisco habit to dine out before going to the theater. 


Now we have two first-class theaters and four 


of the second-class. I group them in prices rather 
than in merit. Besides these there is an endless 
array of vaudeville houses and moving picture 
shows which do a tremendous business at cheap 
rates. From the crowds you see about the entrances 
at the opening hours, it seems like a fair estimate to 
say that San Francisco turns out something like 
thirty audiences every night in the year. 
Spoiling' For a Fight 


Isadore Jacobs, who is a leading cannery operator 


in this city, appears to travel with a chip on his 
shoulder. If he cannot find a free fight at home, he 
goes abroad to start something. Last week he took 
occasion to hand a hot roast to the Stockton Cham- 
ber of Commerce, right in their own town. It was 
during the session of the Inland Waterways Con- 
vention, of which he was chairman. For one reason 
or another the, attendance was small and the stock 
of enthusiasm low. It may easily be that the ses- 
sions of a seridus-minded body of this character do 
not attract. Now if the management had imitated 
the example of the state fair programmers and "in- 
troduced a flock of diving girls disporting ura tank, 
they might possibly have been able to gather in the 
tired business men of Stockton. As the Roman poet 
says, "A little vaudeville on occasion is sweet and 
refreshing." At any rate, Chairman Jacobs, casting 
an eagle eye over the convention, noted that the 
members of the Stockton Chamber of Commerce 
were conspicuous by their absence. Now the prime 
function of chambers of commerce is to provide a 
patient and long-suffering audiences for windy 
orators. 
On inquiring, Jacobs found that the 


chamber had preferred a rival excursion and had 
given his "movement" the cold shoulder. 
Mani- 


festly the chamber was derelict, and Jacobs did not 
spare to say as much. "This organization," he said, 
speaking of the chamber, "is supposed to be a boost- 
ing organization, but they have seen fit to arrange 
another convention that carried from Stockton today 
a large number of representative citizens, and I have 
no explanation to offer; but I hope that the delegates 
in attendance here will not feel offended at the gen- 
eral outlook." 
Whom Does He Suspect 


Jacobs went on to explain that he had already, on 


a previous occasion, scolded the people of San Fran- 
cisco for their apparent lack of interest in this 
waterways proposition. They had not assembled in 
their thousands to hear him talk. There had been no 
great outpouring of the masses, and here in Stock- 
ton it was worse. "Are the people here asleep ?" he 
exclaimed in accents wild. "Are the people in Fresno 
asleep ? Are the people generally in the San Joaquin 
valley asleep?'' 


Apparently the whole valley was asleep and Jacobs 


suspected that some sinister dope had been admin- 
istered to the unsuspecting people to make them 
neglect the opportunity to hear Jacobs talk. If they 
had not been drugged by certain "subtle influences" 
they would surely have flocked in their thousands to 
hear Mm expound. He did not say whom he sus- 
pected, but surely the Chamber of Commerce must 
hsve been doped. 
They Suffer Bores Gladly 


It is the first office of a Chamber of Commerce 


to suffer bores gladly instead of which, like truant 
schoolboys, they go off on a picnic oblivious of the 
distinction between Jacobs and a solemn ass. In the 
meantime we are indebted to Jacobs for a good 
working definition of a booster. A booster then is 
one who stops to hear Jacobs talk when he might go 
fishing for mudcats with the Stockton Chamber of 
Commerce. In the meantime there is a vacancy in 
San Francisco in the office of town bore. 
An Ardent Convert 
j 


Jacobs was not always a reformer, but always he i 


has been pugnacious. There was n time when he 
was not so ieary of those "subtle influences" that 
he now professes to fear. I have a vivid recollection 
of the fight that Jacobs m?de years ago against 
Russ Stephens of Sacramento in the State Fruit 
Growers Convention at San Jose. Stephens hotly 
attacked the private car lines that at the time had 
a monopoly of tne iruit shipping iruii&purtu.£luii. 
Jacobs as warmly defended the car lines, and he and 
Stephens nearly came to fisticuffs on the floor of 
the convention. At that time the private car lines 
were giving rebates right and left. Now we have 
changed all that and long ago the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission stopped that funny business. Of 
course, I would not be understood to hint that Jacobs 
was taking rebates at that time. It is merely one 
"of those coincidences that it costs nothing to be a 
reformer now. 
Building A Political Machine 


The people of San Francisco scarcely realize what 


a tremendous political machine is being created by", 
"the municipal administration. I do not assert that- 
this is being done of sinister purpose, but the ma- 
chinery in being is capable of being used that way 
and given the mptive, it will surely sooner or later 
be used that way. Municipal operations of three or 
four street railway? has by itself added a eonsider- 
ajble force to the city payroll, and notwithstanding 
civil service rules, all these employes are alert to 
hear the whistle blow. But this phase of municipal 
operation cuts a small figure alongside of the ac- 
tivities of the Board of Works, which employs an 
army of laborers by the day. Apart from the politi- 
cal aspect of this practice, it is wasteful of public" 
money to the last degree. 
^ '. 


A striking instance in point occurs in relation to 


paviag the streets of the civic center. The Board 
of Works wants to do this work by days' labo*> with 
vitrified brick at a cost of $71,550. Now Stanley 
Fay, a responsible contractor and a brother of Post- 
master Fay, offers to put down a competent asphalt 
pavement, according to approved specifications, for 
$35,000 less than the board's estimate. The only 
reason in favor of using the vitrified brick is that it 
would better suit the color scheme of the civic center. 
The esthetic soul of the board revolts at the idea of a 
dark complected pavement. 
A Lawless Government 


As a matter of fact the board operates aH the year 


round a big paving plant, and some sort of occupa- 
tion must be found to serve as an excuse for the 
maintenance of this machine. So they turned down 
Fay's proposition cold. It is not decided whether 
they will use the brick or the asphalt, but the work 
will be done by days labor. Of course, this practise 
is notoriously illegal, because the charter expressly 
stipulates that all city work costing in excess of $500 
must be submitted for bids on contract, but this is 
one of those idiotic laws brought in to the world 
without teeth and providing no penalties for viola- 
tion. Consequently it remains a dead letter until 
some energetic and public-spirited citizen takes the 
trouble to invoke the injunction powers of the courts/ 
It need scarcely be said that energetic citizens ,of 
that variety are rare. 


What is the city charter between friends? Ob- 


viously a small matter in the esteem of the San 
Francisco muncipal government. 
As a matter of 


cold fact our local government has been notoriously 
lawless ever since the big fire. The over-powering 
emergencies of that period were made at first the 
excuse for disregarding provisions of the organic law 
and now that the emergencies have disappeared, the 
practice of official law-breaking has grown into a 
habit. The dollar limit of taxation prescribed by 
charter has become a joke. 
Inconvenient Public Building's 


With regard to the great public buildings in pro- 


cess of erection for the civic center, some doubts are 
expressed concerning the wisdom of the plans. It 
is asserted that we have sacrificed convenience to 
architectural effect. At that, the outer aspect of 
the buildings is rather commonplace. The designers 
of the town hall were unable to emancipate them- 
selves from the customary dome effect that usually 
characterizes American official architecture. Now 
an imposing dome may be a fine thing on a church 
or an auditorium or other edifice intended to house 
large gatherings of people. But in an office build- 
ing a dome is an absurd and sinful waste of space. 
Being without windows and covering something like 
one-third of the whole building, it is altogether un- 
suited for offices, and a town hall is essentially an 
office building. It seems a pity that our architects 
could not have learned something from the designer 
of the Oakland town hall, which combines conven- 
ience, beauty, and originality. 
Its Architectural Sins 


With regard to the municipal auditorium in pro- 


cess of construction as part of the exits have steps 
leading down to street level. This is one of the 
seven deadly sins of designers for buildings con- 
structed to hold great audiences. Ir. case cf panic 
£.nd the ctitrush of terrified crowd? these >tw? are 
dangerous to the last degree. All modern theaters 
are designed with inclined planes or level exits for 
the ground floor. 


It is unfortunate in another way that the civic 


center turns its back on the town, so to speak. In- 
stead of fronting- on the main thoroughfare, it pre- 
sents a drab, uncomeiy rear of which we get a 
glimpse from Market street. If you desire to sense 
the beauties of that color scheme of which the Board 
of Works is so proud, you must get off the main 
stem on a side street. Instead of being billed as the 
head-liner for the town, it is relegated to the status 
of a side-show.

"Experiments conducted by James D. Phelan on the old 
Resvis Rancho in the Sacramento valley have added to the possi- 
bilities and as a result more extensive cultivation will be indulged in. 


Early this year Mr. Phelan planted fifty acres. 
The cultivation 


requires that the land shall be flooded to a. depth of several inches 
and kept submerged for at least, one hundred and twenty days. The 
water was at hand and the only questions concerning the owner 
was whether the soil and climate would prove suitable. 
The ex- 


periment was a success. 


The fifty acres mentioned will yield, so it is stated, at least forty 


sacks to the acre or two thousand sacks. 
As a result of the success 


achieved the owner will next year plant three thousand acres. 


While others in the upper Sacramento have been utilizing lands 


for the cultivation of rice with good success, it is related.that this 
Mcperiment will be the means of increasing the acreage for the 
reason that it has demonstrated that lands other than those hereto- 
fore planted will yield good crops. As a consequence the importance 
of California as a rice growing state will be augmented. 


.There should be money in home grown, rice, because the imports 


from the far east are falling off. Advices from the southern states, 
especially Texas, are to the effect that the demand for this grain is 
increasing, especially in the finer grades, while brewers' rice is 
wanted in many localities. 
" It is said of the California rice that it approaches the oriental 
closer than any raised in Louisiana or the Carolinas and that the 
Chinese and Japanese who are connoisseurs prefer it next to their 
own."

Together with news of factory develop- 


ments on the waterfront, another potent 
factor In the upbuilding of tne estuary 
sites east of Broadway has come In the 
announcement of the plans of the Santa 
Fe railroad for a roundhouse at this 
point.

It has been the cause of consider- 
able speculation as to how tracks are to 
be cent Into this site, but it indicates 
the intention of the road to establish, as 
has been hinted at several different times 
lately. Its terminal here instead of at 
Richmond, f , here for years It has had 
its boats land.

established on the estuary site, it was 
declared that & terry would handle the 
freight from Richmond.

few days have been rather strenuous 
ones fcr the race management, inas- 
much as it was found necessary to 
seek out a new route 'or this rear's 
"Desert Classic." Owing to the spon- 
taneous generosity and sportsman- 
ship o* the people along the National 
Oi<i Trails route the course "svas de- 
cided In their favor a few days ago.

south side of Eastlake park, which lies 
on the eastern limits of the city of 
Los Arig-i-ies. the route w!!l follow 
what is known as the Vaiiey Eouie- 
vard direct east 26.9 miies, at which 
point a sharp left turn is made.

Out of Barstow the course follows 


the Santn. Fe main ISn* tracks direct 
east to Needles, 166.4 miles. This 
stretch of the road across the Mojava 


desert Is typical desert driving, whera 
will be found short stretches of good 
road, heavy sand, deep ruts and ter- 
rific heat. Over this entire stretch 
there Is scarcely a sign of civilization, 
and aside from sagebrush and cactus 
there Is no vegetation whatever. 


At Needles, 303.5 miles from the 
starting point, the cars will be taken 
in charge by the chief of control and 
•will be- parked under heavy guard 
until 6:30 o'clock the following morn- 
ing, at which time they will be 
checked out for the second day's run 
in the order of their arrival at 
Needles, and at two-minute Intervals.

The i»'-re routs from Needles east 


to Ash Fork through Topock, King- 
man, Hackbeny and Seligman fol- 
lows the main line of the Santa Fe 
Railroad. From Ash Fork south to 
Prescott ends the second day's run. 
a distance of 254 miles. It is worthy 
of notice that the beginning of this 
day's run at Needles Is at at an alti- 
tude of 260 feet, while at Prescott 
the altitude la a little over 5300 feet. 
The cars go Into control at Prescott 
until 9 o'clock the morning of tho 
third day, at which time they will 
be sent out In the order of their ar- 
rival the eight before at two-minute 
Intervals, thus Insuring an exciting- 
finish at the State fair grounds at 
Phoenix. The 13-1 miles from Pres- 
cott to Phoenix will severely try the 
endurance of the much-abused cars 
and Jaded drivers. Almost every con- 
dition of road known to civilized com- 
munities will be encountered. Imme- 
diately out of Prescott the cars climb 
to an altitude of 7300 feet, and by 
the time they have reached Wickeu- 
burg, seventy-one miles out, every one 
will have had his nil of mountain 
driving. From Wickenburg- to Phoe- 
nix, sixty-three miles, is to be found 
one of the hardest laps on the whole 
course.

| back-breakingr. Jolting and Intermina-

according to Miss Foreman. 


HEARD OP BETROTniATj. 


One day a friend told her that 
* Parker was engaged to Miss Jeanette 
.Hinchcliff, Bister of Ralph Hinchcliff. 
Parker, she said, denied his engage- 
ment protested his love again, but 
later admitted that Jeanette and tho 
patents had won him away. 


Two days before Parker admitted 
his engagement to the Rockford girl
